acid unit and at least one C1-C4 alkyi acrylate unit, 

at least one polymer chosen from cationic and amphot e ric polymers, and 
at least one water-insoluble solid mineral particle chosen from clays and - 

part i cl e s compr i s i ng alumina, particles comprising at least 10% by weight of calcium 

2. (Original) The composition according to Claim 1 , wherein the at least one 
methacrylic acid unit is present in an amount ranging from 20% to 80% by weight, 
relative to the total weight of the copolymer.

4. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 2, wherein the at 
least one methacrylic acid unit is present in an amount ranging from 35% to 60% by 
weight, relative to the total weight of the copolymer. 

5. (Original) The composition according to Claim 1 , wherein the at least one 
alkyI acrylate unit is present in an amount ranging from 15% to 80% by weight, relative 
to the total weight of the copolymer.

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7. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 5, wherein the at 
least one alkyi acrylate unit is present in an amount ranging from 40% to 65% by 
weight, relative to the total weight of the copolymer. 

8. (Original) The composition according to Claim 1 , wherein the at least one 
alkyI acrylate unit is chosen from methyl acrylate, ethyl acrylate and butyl acrylate. 

9. (Original) The composition according to Claim 8, wherein the at least one 
alkyI acrylate is ethyl acrylate.
